“There has’ been a distinct im- 
provement -in the deathirate of 
mothers and children ‘during the 
past few years,” stated Dr. R. P. 
Vivian, professor of Health and 
Social Medicine, in his inaugural 
lecture before some 300:people Jast 
night in Moyse Hall, “A greater 
effort,” he continued, “must be 
made to improve it still further.” 

Dr. Vivian accredited the pro- 
gress which has been madc in this 
field to clinics, social work and 
mtdical practice, and pointed out 
that with them les the hope of 
still greater advances. “I wish to 
stress,” he said “the necessity for 
all groups in a community to com- 
bine together in a co- “ordinative 
manner,” 


He continued by praising the 
efforts of many organizations and 
Individuals, especially during the 
war. He lauded the services per- 
formed by Canadian doctors on the 
home front,.and pointed out that 
in time the, burden would be taken 
off their shoulders. “The task is to 


bring advances ‘in medical knowl. 


edge to individuals in the commu:

Text of Liberal acorn LPP Opposition 











This House regrets that:: 


(1) the Resolution does not provide for the possibility of mandatory 


action; 


(2) its lack of precision and clarity will inevitably lead to abuses; 
(3) inasmuch as the matters covered in this Resolution do not nor- 
mally fall within the legislative jurisdiction of the federal government, 
no mention is made of the manner in which these regulations shall be 


made to apply. 


Therefore be it resolved that D Resolution be amended to read as 


follows: 


(Dark ty pe indicates additions or changes made in the Amendment) 
Article 1 


(a) That a Federal Labour Code setting up a national standard for 
labour-management relations be hereby established as applying to all 
undertakings that are ordinarily within the legislative authority of 
Parliament, and are temporarily within the provisions of Bill 15, and 
those undertakings falling under the jurisdiction of those provinces 
which shall vote this Resolution as part of their own stlatutes, pending 
agreement with the provinces on this Resolution. This code shall include 
collective bargaining, with the outlawing of unions financed or dominat- 
ed by employers, and forbidding discrimination against any employee 
for activities in any labour organization or for his race, colour or creed. 

(b) That this code will endorse the principle of union security with 
collective bargaining, by the union chosen annually by a majority of the 
workers making up a bargaining unit considered suitable by the Nation- 
al Labour Relations Board In accordance with established trade union 
practise, through secret ballot, and that.that Union shall be the bargain- 
ing agent on behalf of all the employces affected. 


(ce) That this Code will provide that union’ dues wi ill be collected 
by the company and remitted to the union, if requested by the union 
‘and approved by a majority of the employees; and that all‘employees 
may participate and vote in trade ,union:activities, regardless of whether 
or not they are members of that trade union, 


(d) That this Code shall contain provisions for: a minimum wage of 
50 cents an hour with time and a half for overtime and double pay for 
work done on legal holidays; the amelioration of harmful and poor work- 
ing conditions, and a maximum working week not to exceed 40 hours; 
an annual minimum of two weeks’ holiday, with pay; equal pay for sim- 
ilar work, \ ie complete equality of opportunity and, treatment for men 


and women 


a minimum age of employment. of 16 years which shall not 


apply to students working during their vacation periods; and the exten- 
sion of labour-management committees.

The year's second Mock Parlia- 
ment will be held tonight in the 
Union Ballroom at 8 p.m., debating 
the topic of a National Labor Code. 
The government this time will be 
Progressive Conservative and the 
Opposition will be Labor Progres- 
sive, the C.C.F. and Liberal parties 
also participating.’ The Prime Min- 
ister will be William Archer, and 
the Leader of the Opposition John 
Switzman. 

The Liberal Amendment was ta- 
bled today, following the L.P.P. and 
C.C.F. Amendments tabled yester- 
day to the government Resolution. 

Government Resolution 

The Progressive Conservative 
Government in its Resolution ad- 
vocates union security with collec- 
tive bargaining and the checkoff, 
and though the L.P.P. Opposition 
and the C.C.F. voice considerable 
criticism of the Resolution their. 
amendments make mandatory the 
principle of the union shop and 
the checkoff. 

The union shop is the provision: 
that, if the union and the majority 
of the workers request it, all em- 
ployees in a plant must belong to 
the union elected by the majority. 


The checkoff provides that the com- 
pany deduct union dues from the 


payroll of all the employees and 
remit them to the union, again pro- 
vided that the union and the ma- 
jority of employees so request.) 
LIBERAL AMENDMENT 

The Liberal Amendment rejects 
the union shop, though it shows it- 
self in favor of the checkoff, The 
most characteristic part of the Lib- 
eral Amendment is the section 
that allows all employees to vole 
and participate in trade union act- 
ivities whether they be trade union 
members or not, Another provision 
which the Liberals alone advocate 
is the principle that elections must 
be held every year to determine the 
employees’ bargaining agent. 

Both the Liberals and L.P.P. re- 
quire that specification be made 
that this Resolution be enacted un- 
der the present emergency powers 
of the government pending a per- 
manent settlement by Dominion- 
Provincial agreement and constitu- 
tional amendment, 

OPPOSITION PARTIES 

The three opposition parties are 
‘unanimous in establishing firm pro- 
vision for the prevention of unfair 


labor practises. Though the Liberals 
do not go as far the the C.C.F. and 


L.P.P. in relation to the unlon shop, 
the C.CF, does not provide for 
such a comprehensive enforcement 
of the checkoff as do the Liberals 
and L.P.P, The C.C.F. Amendment 
provides that the checkoff will 


apply only to such employees that 


request it. Et 
The result is that the L.P.P, 
makes more emphatic the Progres- 
sive Conservative stand in favor of

Some may think that such a 
deduction is farfetched, but there is little,doubt 
that only universal interest in every aspect, of 
the tasks before the United Nations in pre- 
serving world peace will bring any nieasure of 
success. Support of the Red Cross: is certainly 
part of such universal interest. 


The ISS, second group on the list of Chari- 
ties benefitting from our current drive, really 
helongs to the same class as the Red Cross. Un- 
less the demolished universities of Europe can 
be restored, and libraries and scientific equip- 
ment replaced, and unless the many students 
who have been displaced can be assisted in 
their attempts to return to their studies, there 
will never be any culture or peace in Europe 
again. As university students, we should be 
particularly interested in helping our less for- 
tunate counterparts in Europe.

THE LOST WEEKEND 


by Dusty Vineberg 





“The Lost Weekend" happens to be concerned 
with a man's desperate struggle to free himself from 
his master, the bottle. It is really the story of the 


conflict between self-mastery and self-Uestruction 


which every man must resolve within himself. He 
conquers, and attains self-control, or he experiences 
the decay of moral fibre which eventually chokes 
and kills his mind and his spirit, es = 


The public professes astonishment that Hollywood 
has at last produced a magnificent picture unclut- 
tered by sentiment: and superfluities, and relentless 
in its stark realism. It seems to me, however, that 
“The Lost Weekend” does not deviate far from the 
requisite Hollywood mould The inovation.is the 
super-realism and ruthless sincerity of detail with 
which the subject matter is treated, but the pattern 
of repentance and the unequal struggle to over- 
come weakness and thus atone is essentially a Holly- 
wood outline. And inextricably interwoven in the 
conventional pattern is the moral, unsubtly blazoned 
in every scene, line and gesture. 


The author, however, was more concerned with 
the real and terrible facts of a dypsomaniac’s pit- 
iable existence than with any moral. The terror, the 
nightmare quality of that weekend, the degration 
and humiliation, the heartbreak and loss of self- 
respect, and the consequent total decay of moral 
fibre are an almost documentary statement. 


It is regrettable that Hollywood could not have 
trusted public acceptance further, and ended the 
movie in the way it was originally written by the 
author. The picture itself is relentless and final, al- 
most from the opening scene. There is just one 
possible consistent outcome, and the Hollywood end- 
ing is unconvincing in the face of Ray Milland’s 
magnificent acting. It seems that Hollywood still 
fecls that the happy ending is the only possible box 
office solution. It must be noted that during the most 
dramatic and most compelling scene in the entire 
picture, the audience at the Capitol Theatre laughed. 


Ray Milland turned in a performance of Academy 
Award calibre, interpreting a role which was almost 
a monologue with the insight, pity, and sympathy 
which it defianded. There was little light thrown on 
any of the supporting cast. The picture chronicles 
the struggle in the mind and body of one man, and 
the role was such that even a flawless supporting 
cast could not have borne any of the weight of 
acting which was focussed almost exclusively on 
Mr. Milland. One can't forget the music, which may 
be said to have played the largest supporting role in 
the picture. The bartender, too, was outstanding. His 
compassion and earnestness provided a background 
for some of Mr. Milland's best scenes. “Gloria” de. 
serves note for the convincing characterization 
which she brought to the screen, but the young in- 
terne on “Hangover Plaza” seemed overplayed and 
unconvincing. The film probably owes more than 
can be estimated to superb direction, and photo- 
graphy which was amazingly adept in the street 
scenes, and unsurpassed in the closeup shots. The 
Impact of “The Lost Weekend" is dynamic and 
lasting.

“Neuro-Pschiatry” a British pro- 
duction managed to escape from its 
usual handicap of ‘newsreel photo- 
graphy by the very soundness of its 
material. The picture followed a 
group of neurotics through their 
first diagnosis, their treatment and 
finally to their discharge. It had no 
message, no extravagant claims and 
although the patients did not 
emerge as persons, “Neuro-Pschia- 
try” told you about neuro-pschiatry. 

Of what the Canadian “Valiant 
Company” told I do not know, J 
remember airplanes, Stanley Park, 
the Parliament Buildings and a 
hospital. Beyond that there isn't 
much to recall. It was supposedly 
the story of Canada’s wounded 
and the ‘bright pathway to useful- 
ness’. It left me depressed. The 
story of these wounded should have 
been told with understanding and 
realism. It wasn't. 

The Russians in their “Revival 
of Organisms” made dingy operat- 
ing rooms, intricate pumps and 
crude graphs the background ta 
their research when man's quest 
for knowledge should have taken 
the role. But I must tell the story 
as the film did; I must forget the 
experiments revolutionary charact- 
er, 

We first saw a head, a heart and 
lungs of a dog kept alive by means 
of a pump which supplied blood 
and oxygen, Next the Russlans 
wheeled in a dog which they 
promptly killed when they drainco 
awat its life blood. After the dog 
had been dead for ten minutes, they 
brought it back to life with the 
pump; and in the words of the 
narrator “It was able to eat, grow 
and have a family."

| The World of Science 
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By Ivan Aron 


1—Your Dominion Observatory 


Almost everyone in Canada is 
familiar «with the Dominion Ob- 
servatory Time Signal, that scrics 
of dots followed by a long dash, 
broddcust on every C.B.C. station 


in Canada at one o'clock each 
day, but few suspect what lics be- 


hind the scenes. I was amazed at 
the amount of work required to 
give us accurate time, when 1 
visited the Dominion Observatory. 
(It is accurate, by the way, to al- 
most one hundredth of a second.) 
* At the Observatory, which is 
located on the grounds of the cx- 
perimental farm just outside of 
Ottawa, the Time Service astron- 
omers follow with painstaking 
care a basically simple procedure. 
It is possible to calculate the time 
at which a given star will cross 
the meridian or north-south line in 
the sky. This calculated time Is 
compared with the time as shown 
by the observatory clock in the 
following way: 

A special telescope is used which 
is fixed, so that the meridian runs 
straight up and down its field. It 
can move only north or south so as 
to bring in to view stars low or 
high in the sky. What the observer 
sees, Is the star moving across the 
field of view of the telescope, and 
two parallel cross hairs. The cross 
hairs also move across the field 
when a wheel is turned. The ob- 
server follows the slar across the 
field by moving the cross hairs, so 
the star is always between them. 
In the next room there is a rotating 
drum covered with paper, and a 
pen Which makes a track as the 
drum revolves. The pendulum of 
the observatory. clock makes an 
electrical contact which causes the 
pen to make a tick mark in the line 
it is tracing at the beginning of 
each second. As the star is “follow- 
ed" electrical contacts are made 
automatically at equal intervals and 
these also make ticks. 

Eleven contacts are made on 
each side of the meridian, to give 
an average. This is done with sev- 
eral stars each clear night. The 
next day the paper is taken off the 
drum and measured to determine 
the clock time of meridian passage. 
By comparing this with the calcul- 
ated time, the clock error is found 
These are actually three clocks 
each in an evacuated case in sep- 
arated underground temperature 
controlled vaults. As cach, though 
carefully made, has its little pecul- 
larities, they aré used interchang- 
ably to get the greatest possible 
accuracy.

[t transforms the stellar time shown 
by the observatory clock, based on 
a year of 366 days, to civil time, 
which is the one we use. It checks 
to see that 366 stellar seconds, as 
marked by contacts from the Main 


clock, are equal to 365 civil seconds 
marked by its own pendulum. If 


it is not exactly right, it corrects 
itself automatically. The rest of 
the machine makes the time signals. 
Toothed wheels raise and lower 
little levers which rest on them as 
they revolve, and thus make the 
contacts which send out the ‘dots' 
pf the time signal. Other wheels 


break the contacts so as to miss 
certain second beats from cach min- 


ute. It is thus possible to tell which 
minute of the hour it is by count- 
ing seconds and noting which beat 
is missing. 


Among others, the time signal is 
‘piped’ to the C.B.C, CNR and CPR, 
shortwaved on station C.H.U. con- 
tinuously 24 hours a day, so that 
chronometers may be checked at 
any time by anyone posessing a 
short wave set, The machine also 
operates the repeater clocks in all 
the Government buildings in Ot- 
tawa. There are two such machines: 
one as a standby, and if they differ 
by more than onc-fiftieth of a sct- 
ond, a bell is rung to summon a 
repair man, 

This is only one of the many re- 
markable services performed by 
Your Dominion Observatory.
